ARTICLE  1.  To  choose  all  Town  Officers,  except  those  elected  by 
ballot. 

Voted:  To  elect  three  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Weighers  of  Hay: 
George  A.  Williams,  Matthew  McCusker  and  Willard  P.  Sheppard. 

Voted:  To  elect  three  Measurers  of  Lumber:  John  C.  Pafford, 
Shelley  A.  Neal  and  Daniel  A.  Maloney. 

Voted:  To  elect  seven  Trustees  of  School  Fund  for  a  term  of  three 
years:  Arthur  L.  Hale,  Ralph  B.  Woodsum,  Morrill  R.  Allen,  Joseph  B. 
Bramble,  Charles  G.  Jordan,  Carroll  D.  Welch  and  H.  Irving  Charnock. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  several  boards 
of  Town  Officers  and  committees,  and  choose  any  committee  the  Town  may 
think  proper. 

Voted:  That  Article  2  be  taken  up  in  conjunction  with  all  other 
articles. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1949,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year, 
and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 

one  year  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  Gen¬ 

eral  Laws. — Unanimously  carried. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1950,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year, 

and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 

one  year  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  17,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws. — Unanimously  carried. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  for  general  munici¬ 
pal  purposes  under  the  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933  as  amended,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. — Unanimously  carried. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  establish  the 
salaries  of  the  elective  Town  Officers. 

Voted:  That  Article  6  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  Article  7. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  what  sums  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  to  pay  interest  and  maturing  debt,  and  for 
charges,  expenses  and  outlays  of  the  several  Town  Departments  for  the 
ensuing  year  and  to  appropriate  the  same.  (For  amounts  appropriated,  see 
Town  Accountant’s  Report,  Recapitulation.) 
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ARTICLE  7-A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Section  100-A 
of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  Section  1 
of  Chapter  391  of  the  Acts  of  1945  permitting  the  indemnification  of 
Officers  or  Employees  for  Damages,  etc,,  Incurred  on  Account  of  Injuries 
Arising  out  of  Their  Operation  of  Publicly  Owned  Vehicles  or  Vessels. — 
So  voted. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  determine  if  any  or  all  public  offices  in  the  Town 
may  remain  closed  on  any  or  all  Saturdays  in  addition  to  the  Saturdays 
heretofore  voted  upon  affirmatively  under  Article  9  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1948. — No  action. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the  Braintree  Post 
No.  1702,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  the  United  States,  for  rent  of  a 
Hall  to  conduct  meetings  and  other  functions  of  the  Post,  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
or  transfer  from  available  funds  the  sum  of  $600.00  to  assist  the  following 
organizations  in  defraying  the  expenses  of  Memorial  Day  in  the  amounts 
set  against  their  names,  namely,  $250.00  for  Braintree  Post  No.  86,  Ameri¬ 
can  Legion;  $250.00  for  Braintree  Post  No.  1702,  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars;  $100.00  for  Antietam  Camp  No.  3,  Sons  of  Union  Veterans  of  Civil 
War,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  for  the  acquisition,  installation,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  parking  meters  in  the  Town,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  deem 
proper  and  expedient  for  the  control  of  parking  on  the  highways  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  therefor,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. — 
Not  carried. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote,  to 
appropriate  from  the  income  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  salaries  of 
the  Water  Commissioners. — No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Water  De¬ 
partment,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the  revenue  of  the  Department  and 
the  unexpended  balance  of  1948,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. — No 
action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  from  the 
income  of  the  Electric  Light  Department,  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
($300.00)  Dollars  for  the  salaries  of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners. — 
No  action  necessary. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  include  in  the  tax 
levy  for  electricity  used  for  street  lighting,  the  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  ($11,500)  Dollars  as  appropriated  under  Article  7  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  year  1949  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  that  said  sum  to¬ 
gether  with  the  income  from  sales  of  electricity  to  private  consumers  or 
for  current  supplied  to  Municipal  buildings  or  for  Municipal  power,  and 
from  the  sales  of  appliances  and  jobbing  during  the  current  fiscal  year  be 
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appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  Municipal  Light  Plant  the  whole  to  be  ex¬ 
pended  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board  for 
repairs,  renewals,  new  construction  and  operating  expenses  of  the  Plant  for 
the  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  Section  57,  Chapter  164  General  Laws  and 
that  if  said  income  shall  exceed  the  expense  for  the  fiscal  year  such  amount 
of  excess  as  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Municipal  Light  Board  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  construction  fund  of  said  plant  and  appropriated  and 
shall  be  used  for  such  additions  to  the  plant  as  may  thereafter  be  authorized 
by  the  Municipal  Light  Board  and  any  remaining  amount  paid  into  the 
surplus  of  the  Town  Treasury. — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the  eradication 
and  prevention  of  “Dutch  Elm”  disease,  so-called,  or  take  any  action  rela¬ 
tive  thereto. — No  action. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  for  the  control  of 
mosquitoes  by  Aerial  Spraying,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  three;  one  to  be 
selected  from  each  of  the  three  sections  of  our  Town  known  as  South 
Braintree,  North  Braintree  and  East  Braintree,  to  study  various  methods  of 
controlling  and  eliminating  mosquitoes;  and  that  the  committee  report  its 
findings  and  recommendations  to  the  1950  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  reimburse  the  Thomas  Worcester  Construction  Company 
for  the  cost  of  constructing  a  sewer  in  Elm  Street,  or  take  any  action  rela¬ 
tive  thereto. — No  action. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  planning 
board  in  accordance  with  Section  81-A  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  inserted  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  340  of  the  Acts  of  1947  and  provide 
that  the  members  of  the  planning  board  then  in  office  shall  serve  as  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  planning  board  under  said  section  until  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting. — So  voted. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  furnishing  and  equipping  a 
building  for  a  new  Public  Library  and  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  all  or  any  part  of  said  sum,  ip  accord¬ 
ance  with  any  General  or  Special  Act  authorizing  the  Town  to  borrow 
money  for  such  purposes,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  and  appropriated  the  sum  of  $500.00  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  suitable  plans  and  specifications  of  a  new  public 
library,  said  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Moderator  composed  of  five  members,  two  to  be  selected 
from  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  and  one  to  be  a  building  contractor  or 
estimator,  said  committee  to  report  to  a  future  Town  Meeting,  but  no  later 
than  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  results  of  its  study  and  its  recom¬ 
mendations  for  the  proposed  Central  Library  Building  including  the  esti- 
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mated  cost  of  the  completed  project.  Said  sum  is  to  be  raised  by  a  transfer 
of  $498.00  from  “Toilets  Highlands  Branch  Library”  and  $2.00  from  the 
tax  levy. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Par.  1,  Section  1 
of  the  Zoning  By-Law  so  that  the  Zoning  Map  dated  May  2,  1940,  as  pre¬ 
viously  amended,  be  changed  to  provide  that  the  “zoning”  of  the  following 
described  areas  be  changed  as  follows: 

a.  East  Braintree — from  Residence  B  to  Industrial — the  property  on 
the  easterly  side  of  Vinedale  Road  beginning  at  the  property  line  between 
parcels  48  and  49  as  shown  on  Assessors’  map  No.  3038,  and  extending 
northerly  along  the  easterly  side  of  Vinedale  Road  to  Audubon  Avenue, 
then  extending  easterly  along  the  southerly  side  of  Audubon  Avenue 
to  the  Weymouth  Fore  River  and  to  include  all  lands  between  the  de¬ 
scribed  portions  of  Vinedale  Road,  Audubon  Avenue  and  the  Weymouth 
Fore  River,  and  then  on  the  northerly  side  of  Audubon  Avenue  from  the 
property  line  of  parcels  50  and  51  as  shown  on  Assessors’  map  No.  3040, 
then  easterly  along  Audubon  Avenue  to  the  Weymouth  Fore  River  and  then 
on  the  southerly  side  of  Trefton  Drive  from  the  property  line  between  par¬ 
cels  69  and  70  as  shown  on  Assessors’  map  No.  3040  and  extending  easterly 
to  the  Weymouth  Fore  River,  to  include  all  lands  between  the  described 
area. 

b.  North  Braintree — the  extension  of  the  present  business  area  to  in¬ 
clude  both  sides  of  Storrs  Avenue  from  Washington  Street  westerly  on 
Storrs  Avenue  to  a  point  120  feet  beyond  Dearing  Avenue  and  secondly 
extending  the  business  district  on  Washington  Street,  both  sides,  southerly 
from  Storrs  Avenue  to  Clark  Street,  to  include  the  Telephone  building  on 
one  side  and  the  Funeral  Parlor  on  the  opposite  side  and  in  each  instance 
to  the  depth  of  the  property  line. 

c.  South  Braintree — the  extension  of  the  business  district  on  both 
sides  of  Washington  Street  from  South  Braintree  Square  northerly  to 
French’s  Common  on  one  side  and  to  and  including  property  to  No.  812 
Washington  Street  on  the  other  side,  and  also,  extending  the  business  dis¬ 
trict  on  both  sides  of  Washington  Street  going  westerly  from  South  Braintree 
Square  to  and  including  the  property  on  Washington  Street  to  the  corner  of 
Tremcnt  Street  on  one  side  and  to/and  including  the  property  known  as  the 
“Merriam  Block”  on  the  opposite  side,  also  changing  to  a  business  district 
the  easterly  side  of  Central  Street  from  Summer  Street  to  Taylor  Street, 
and  in  each  instance  to  the  depth  of  the  property  line. 

Voted:  To  strike  out  Paragraph  a.  Paragraphs  b  and  c  unanimously 
carried. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  elementary 
school  building  and  for  originally  equipping  same;  determine  how  the 
money  shall  be  provided  for,  by  borrowing,  by  appropriation  from  available 
funds  in  the  Treasury,  by  appropriation  from  the  Post-War  Rehabilitation 
Fund,  and/or  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 
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Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $700,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  elementary  school  building  and  for  origi¬ 
nally  equipping  and  furnishing  the  same,  and  to  meet  the  said  appropriation 
that  the  sum  of  $9,219.86  be  appropriated  from  available  funds  in  the 
Treasury  and  the  sum  of  $20,780.14  be  appropriated  from  the  Post-War 
Fund,  and  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $670,000.00  of  which  $300,000.00 
is  borrowed  in  accord  with  Chapter  78  of  Laws  of  1949,  and  $370,000.00 
under  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  20 
years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note  or  at  such  earlier  time 
as  the  Treasurer  and  Selectmen  may  determine,  and  that  the  Committee,

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  and  for  a 
Town  Way,  Glenrose  Avenue,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  from  Vinedale 
Road,  360  feet  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  to  appropriate  $3,087.00  by 
transfer  from  available  funds  or  otherwise  providing  therefor  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  said  way,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Unanimously  voted:  That  Glenrose  Avenue  from  Vinedale  Road  360 
feet  in  an  easterly  direction,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen,  be  accepted  as 
and  for  a  town  way,  and  that  the  sum  of  $3,087.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
improvement  of  same;  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  transferring  $1110.15  from 
the  “Material”  account  of  Item  29,  Article  7,  as  voted  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  1949;  and  that  the  transferring  of  $1976.85  from  the  ac¬ 
count  “Other  Wages,  including  Snow  Removal  and  Dump,”  as  voted  in 
Item  29,  Article  7  of  said  Town  Meeting,  and  that  betterments  be  assessed 
to  the  extent  of  66  2/3%  of  the  cost  of  said  improvements.

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Unanimously  voted:  For  the  purchase  or  taking  of  drainage  easements 
and  the  construction  of  drains  in  and  through  lands  opposite  the  Jonas 
Perkins  School,  on  or  off  Commercial  Street,  and  that  the  sum  of  $901.00 
for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  said  easements  and  construction  of  drains,  and 
that  said  sum  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Unanimously  voted:  For  the  purchase  or  taking  of  drainage  easements 
and  the  construction  of  drains  on  or  off  Conrad  Street,  and  that  the  sum 
of  $350.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  said  easements  and  construction  of 
drains,  and  that  said  sum  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury.

Dear  Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Braintree  for  the  period  from  May  23, 

1948,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  June  23,  1949,  and  report 
thereon  as  follows: 

An  examination  and  verification  was  made  of  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  ledger  accounts,  the  receipts 
being  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  books  and  the  payments  being 
compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with  the 
treasurer’s  records  of  payments.  The  appropriation  accounts  and 
loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s  records  of 
town  meeting  proceedings  and  the  recorded  transfers  from  the 
reserve  fund  were  verified  by  comparison  with  authorizations  on 
file  in  the  town  accountant’s  office. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were 
made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was 
prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  June  23, 

1949. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  analyzed  and 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money 
was  paid  into  the  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  compared 
with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds.  The  cash  book  footings  were  verified,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  June  23,  1949,  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which 
town  funds  are  deposited,  by  verification  of  the  cash  and  cash 
memoranda  in  the  office,  and  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank 
books. 
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The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file 
and  were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  trust, 
investment,  and  retirement  fund  accounts  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  and  the  treasurer  of  the  library  trustees  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  income  and  disbursements  were  proved 
and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the 
treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  listed.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared 
with  the  tax  books,  the  redemptions  were  checked  with  the 
treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  and  the  foreclosures  were  verified. 
The  tax  title  transactions  were  further  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  payroll  deductions  for  federal  taxes  and  for  the  purchase 
of  bonds  were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue  for  taxes  withheld  from  salaries  of 
employees  and  the  payments  for  the  purchase  of  bonds  were  veri¬ 
fied,  and  the  balances  remaining  in  the  general  treasury  were 
proved  to  the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  assessments  apportioned  by  the  assessors 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  in  advance  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts,  the  apportionments 
added  to  taxes  were  verified,  and  the  apportioned  assessments  not 
due  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  deferred  revenue  accounts 
in  the  town  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes,  excise,  and  assessments  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent 
commitments,  were  audited  and  proved  to  the  warrants  issued  for 
their  collection.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records, 
the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  account¬ 
ant’s  ledger. 

The  records  of  departmental,  electric  light,  and  water  accounts 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  collections  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  authorized  to  grant 
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them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  with 
the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  excise,  assessment,  depart¬ 
mental,  electric  light,  and  water  accounts  was  obtained  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  for  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued.  The  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were 
checked  with  the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts  and  the  payments  to 
the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were  checked  with  the  receipts 
on  file. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to  file 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen,  the  building  inspector,  and  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  health,  school,  and  library 
departments,  as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  recorded  collections  being  compared  with  the 
treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  several  cash  accounts, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  assessment,  tax  title,  departmental, 
electric  light,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement 
funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  received 
from  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  1  wish  to  express  appreciation.

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  held  thirty-five  regular  meetings 
and  twenty  special  meetings  during  1949.  As  these  meetings  have 
all  been  open  to  the  public  and  for  the  most  part  reported  in  the 
local  press,  no  attempt  will  be  made  here  to  list  all  the  routine 
activities  of  the  board. 

The  income,  from  permits,  fees,  etc.,  issued  through  our 
office  amounted  to  over  $8,000.00  this  year.  We  also  sold  at 
public  auction  Tax  Title  Possessions  that  brought  $5,599.96. 

Major  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  outside  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Station  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.00,  putting  this  building  into 
excellent  condition.  The  Town  Hall  roof  and  gutters  have  been 
repaired,  a  new  heating  system  installed  and  some  interior  painting 
done.  The  sprinkler  system  is  being  installed  in  the  Highway 
Garage.

We  are  in  the  process  of  purchasing  land  for  the  town  dump 
from  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad.  Land  has  been  taken  for 
the  new  school  in  East  Braintree. 

Early  in  the  year  we  received  an  invitation  from  Mr.  Dolph 
Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Braintree-Bocking  Urban  Council  of 
Braintree,  Essex,  England,  to  have  our  town  represented  at  a 
week’s  celebration  of  the  750th  Anniversary  of  the  granting  by 
King  John  to  the  Bishop  of  London  of  a  charter  for  holding  a  pub¬ 
lic  market  in  Braintree.  We  appointed  a  committee  with  Harold 
Robinson  as  chairman  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  They 
did  an  excellent  job  and  sent  Dr.  Stacy  Southworth  to  England  as 
our  representative.  On  our  behalf,  he  presented  to  our  mother 
town  a  bronze  plaque  commemorating  the  occasion,  a  thousand 
copies  of  a  specially  prepared  booklet  about  our  town,  and  a 
beautiful  hand-made  album  of  pictures  and  greetings  from  various 
organizations.  All  of  this  was  financed  by  private  donations  and 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  booklets  to  our  own  people. 
Other  Braintree  people  who  went  to  England  and  participated  in 
this  historic  celebration  were:  Mrs.  Eugene  Nolte,  Mrs.  Margaret 
Bodell,  Mr.  Archie  Morrison  and  Mr.  Raymond  P.  Palmer.  A 
very  complete  report  of  the  activities  of  this  committee  is  on  file. 
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We  call  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Highway  Supt.  showing 
the  amount  of  work  done  by  that  department  this  year.  We  have 
obtained  the  promise  of  State  participation  in  the  reconstruction 
of  Elm  and  Hayward  Streets  from  Cedar  Street  through  to  Quincy 
Avenue.  A  $30,000  grant  of  State  money  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  90  will  be  made  in  1950. 

In  accordance  with  the  growth  of  the  town  and  the  many 
requests  from  citizens  for  more  protection,  we  are  supporting  the 
requests  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  for 
additional  men. 

Our  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  increased  $134,199.44  this 
year  and  now  shows  a  balance  of  $361,681.82.  While  this  is 
most  gratifying  we  should  not  overlook  our  huge  bonded  debt.  At 
the  close  of  1949  bonds  outstanding  amounted  to  $1,491,000.00 
with  $670,000.00  more  authorized  and  about  to  be  issued.  This 
makes  a  total  bonded  debt  of  $2,161,000.00  as  compared  with 
only  $379,000  at  the  end  of  1945.  Any  further  borrowings  should 
be  most  carefully  considered  and  justified  before  being  given  our 
approval.

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General  Relief — There  will  be  paid  back  to  Braintree  about  one- 
third  of  the  $28,217.17  by  Cities  and  Towns  on  settled  cases 
and  the  State  on  unsettled  cases.

Three  categories  of  relief  are  administered  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  namely:  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children, 
and  General  Relief,  including  the  Town  Infirmary.  On  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  General  Relief  cases  revisits  are  made  by  our 
Social  Workers  every  six  months  and  on  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil¬ 
dren  cases  every  three  months. 

The  Federal  Government  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  meet  the  larger  part  of  the  costs  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  We  have  to  comply  with  the 
Laws,  also  the  Rules  and  Regulations  promulgated  by  both  the 
Federal  and  State  Governments  in  these  categories.  General 
Relief  is  given  on  a  temporary  basis  as  the  circumstances  require. 
The  entire  cost  of  Braintree  settled  cases  is  borne  by  the  Town. 

The  more  important  laws  passed  by  the  1949  Legislature 
affecting  Old  Age  Assistance  are  summarized:  Cash  surrender 
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value  in  life  insurance  increased  from  $500.00  to  $1,000.00.  Bank 
deposits  increased  from  $300.00  to  $500.00  for  an  individual.  .  An 
item  to  be  included  in  the  budget  to  be  known  as  “Leisure  Time 
Activities”  for  all  recipients  at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  month  and  it 
is  further  provided  that  there  shall  be  reimbursement  by  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  to  the  full  amount  thereof,  notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  law.  Affecting  the  three  categories  of  relief  is  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  per  diem  hospital  rates  from  $8.00  to  $10.00. 

The  average  cost  per  person  per  month  up  to  December  1, 
1949,  was  $61.55  on  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  includes  all 
medical  expenses.  The  item  of  “Leisure  Time  Activities’  became 
effective  on  December  1,  1949,  therefore,  increasing  the  cost  per 
person  to  $65.55  per  month.

Expenses  for  1949  show  a  decrease  over  1948,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  an  increase  of  cases.  This  condition  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
hospitalization  and  medication  for  1948  was  $6,216.95  as  com¬ 
pared  with  $2,350.56  in  1949.  This  should  not  be  construed  as 
a  barometer  or  indication,  however,  with  relation  to  medication 
and  hospital  expenses  in  1950.  There  has  been  a  sharp  upward 
trend  in  applications  for  relief  as  we  enter  1950,  due  principally  to 
unemployment. 

The  Department  is  appreciative  of  the  excellent  cooperation 
of  the  Veterans  Administration  Office  in  Quincy  in  the  matter  of 
assistance  in  insurance  claims,  pensions,  adjustments,  etc.,  which 
have  been  beneficial  to  the  Veterans. 

We  are  maintaining  a  photostatic  service  for  the  Veterans  and 
are  pleased  to  be  of  assistance  in  any  problem  confronting  them.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  last  annual  town  meeting 
The  J.  M,  Cleminshaw  Company,  Incorporated,  Specialists  in  the 
Revaluation  of  Municipalities  for  Local  Tax  Equalization  Purposes, 
were  engaged  to  assist  your  board  in  revaluing  the  town.  This  was 
done  after  much  investigation  by  the  board.  This  company  is 
outstanding  in  the  field  having  specialized  in  municipal  taxation 
since  1923  and  having  worked  in  some  sixteen  states  completing 
valuations  in  excess  of  eleven  billion  dollars.  Presently  having 
nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  municipal  and  county  clients;  their 
staff  has  been  working  in  Braintree  since  last  spring  and  the  job 
is  now  nearing  completion.  Your  board  is  sure  that  while  the 
results  will  not  please  everybody  this  project  is  the  most  outstand¬ 
ing  task  ever  attempted  for  the  simple  fact  that  it  brings  each  and 
every  taxpayer  as  near  as  is  humanly  possible  into  the  position  of 
parity.  You  citizens  and  taxpayers  have  been  most  patient  and 
cooperative. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  after  much  planning  and  hard  work 
our  office  space  and  facilities  have  been  improved.  Our  thanks  to

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March,  1949,  the  Town 
voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  340,  Acts  of  1947,  which 
provided  for  amending  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  by  striking 
out  sections  81 A  to  81 J  inclusive  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
25  new  sections  81 A  to  81Y  under  the  heading  of  Improved 
Method  of  Municipal  Planning. 

The  acceptance  of  this  Act  by  the  Town  resulted  in  the 
transfer  of  the  Board  of  Survey  duties  from  the  Selectmen  to  the 
Planning  Board.  The  change  made  it  necessary  for  the  Planning 
Board  to  re-write  the  Board  of  Survey  rules  and  regulations  in  order 
that  they  conform  with  Chapter  41  Sections  81 A  to  81Y  as 
amended.  The  new  rules  and  regulations  were  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  June  21,  1949,  were  immediately  printed  and 
made  available  to  interested  parties  shortly  thereafter. 

Since  assuming  these  new  duties,  public  hearings  have  been 
held  by  this  Board  on  21  proposed  developments  involving  new 
street  layouts.  Six  of  the  proposed  new  streets  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  are  this  year  submitted  to  the  Town  for  acceptance. . 

The  benefit  to  the  Town,  by  the  proper  application  of  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  are  great.  No  new  streets  can  be  laid  out 
and  approved  unless  plans  of  the  layout  in  proper  form  have  been 
submitted  and  a  bond  guaranteeing  the  construction  of  the  new 
way  is  posted.  As  previously  mentioned,  of  the  21  layouts  ap¬ 
proved,  six  have  been  completed,  giving  the  Town  approximately 
one-half  mile  of  new  ways  completed  in  every  detail  without  any 
cost  to  the  Town. 

During  1948  the  Planning  Board  made  a  study  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Business  District  and  reported  thereon  to  the  March,  1949, 
Town  Meeting. 

This  year  the  Planning  Board  continued  the  study  of  Business 
Districts  with  a  similar  survey  of  the  conditions  in  the  South 
Braintree  Business  District.  This  report  which  deals  with  the 
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need  for  street  widening,  off  street  parking  and  other  corrective 
measures  has  been  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  is  available  on 
request  at  the  Town  Engineer’s- Office. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  their  ex-officio  member, 
Mr.  John  J.  Drinkwater,  Jr.,  Town  Engineer;  Mrs.  Marjorie  Mat¬ 
thews  and  Mr.  Warren  Cuff  of  the  Town  Engineers’  Staff,  Messrs.

In  1949  out  of  a  total  of  703  calls  of  all  descriptions  only  70 
fires  resulted  in  losses.  These  losses  totaled  $41,949.54  with  a 
property  valuation  involved  by  fire  of  $684,150.00. 

Fire  Prevention  is  considered  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  special  effort  has  been  made 
to  increase  the  number  of  inspections  of  all  classes  of  buildings. 
Fire  Prevention  should  be  carried  out  the  entire  year.  Due  to  the 
increase  in  building  and  population,  we  should  have  an  increase 
in  the  personnel  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Fire  Alarm  De¬ 
partment,  therefore;  I  have  recommended  the  addition  of  three 
men  to  the  Fire  Department  and  one  man  to  the  Fire  Alarm  De¬ 
partment.  This  increase  would  give  us  four  men  on  duty  at  the 
East  Braintree  Station  instead  of  three  men  and  would  relieve  a 
fireman  from  working  on  the  fire  alarm  system.  It  takes  the  time 
of  two  and  one-half  men  to  cover  each  tour  )f  duty  under  the  70- 
hour  system. 

The  apparatus,  equipment,  fire  stations  and  the  fire  alarm 
system  are  in  very  good  condition  except  for  one  piece  of  apparatus 
known  as  Squad  B.  I  have  recommended  to  replace  this  piece  with 
a  triple  combination  this  year. 

Mutual  Aid  plays  a  very  important  part  in  the  protection 
of  life  and  property.  We  are  grateful  to  have  automatic  Mutual 
Aid  with  our  neighboring  city  and  towns. 

Fuel  oil  in  excess  of  ten  gallons  shall  not  be  kept  in  a  structure 
without  a  permit  having  been  obtained  from  the  head  of  the  Fire 
Department.  In  1949  there  were  584  inspections  of  fuel  oil 
burner  installations.  These  installations  are  increasing  each  year. 
A  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  not  make  nor  alter  a  fuel  oil 
burner  installation  until  a  certificate  of  competency  has  been 
obtained  from  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 


We  recommend  the  installation  of  an  approved  metal  guard 
for  protection  against  breakage  on  glass  fuel  oil  containers  in- 
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Braintree  Central  Fire  and  Police  Station 


stalled  before  January  1,  1948.  The  law  calls  for  this  protection 
on  installations  made  after  January  1,  1948. 

A  permit  is  required  from  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
the  installation  and  storage  of  Liquified  Petroleum  Gas  systems. 
21  permits  were  issued  in  1949  for  such  installations. 

When  fire  occurs  DELAYED  DISCOVERY  is  the  factor 
which  most  often  turns  an  incident  into  a  disaster.  A  school  or 
hospital  fire  does  its  worst  damage  among  those  who  cannot  help 
themselves  and  are  trapped  without  a  chance,  therefore;  I  have 
recommended  that  the  School  Department  continue  the  installation 
of  sprinkler  systems,  or  fire  detection  systems  in  the  schools  not 
now  protected. 

The  High  School  property  is  our  largest  liability  at  present, 
so  I  have  recommended  that  this  building  be  given  first  considera¬ 
tion.  We  have  six  schools  protected  by  sprinkler  systems,  con¬ 
nected  to  an  automatic  fire  alarm  system.  In  case  of  a  fire  the 
Fire  Department  will  be  notified  immediately  and  the  fire  will  be 
held  in  check  by  the  sprinklers. 

The  School  Committee  has  inserted  an  item  in  the  warrant  for 
the  1950  Town  Meeting  which  will  cover  the  expenditure  of 
funds  to  provide  for  a  fire  detection  system  in  the  Braintree  High 
School.  This  will  protect  our  children  and  property.  We  should 
make  this  possible  by  making  these  funds  available. 

Supervised  drills  and  schooling  in  the  Department  are  carried 
out  the  entire  year. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  assisted  the 
Department,  and  the  members  have  my  commendation  and  sincere 
thanks  for  the  efficient  and  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have 
performed  their  duties.

The  record  of  crimes  for  the  year  1949  approximates  that  of 
1948,  both  in  number  and  in  the  type  of  crimes  committed.  In 
1949  there  were  618  arrests,  in  1948  there  were  678  arrests.

During  the  year  all  our  prowl  cars  were  equipped  with  fire 
extinguishers,  first  aid  kits,  safety  lights  for  use  at  accidents,  hand 
spotlights  and  wrecking  bars  for  use  in  accident  cases  where 
the  passengers  might  be  penned  in  because  of  jammed  doors. 

We  have  assigned  two  extra  men  to  the  traffic  squad  and  re¬ 
placed  them  with  the  two  new  patrolmen  put  on  during  this  year. 
There  were  249  cases  of  violations  of  the  motor  vehicle  laws 
presented  in  the  courts  and  fifty  cases  reported  to  the  Registrar 
of  Motor  Vehicles  for  action.  We  have  just  completed  our  third 
year  without  a  fatal  motor  vehicle  accident,  even  though  the  num¬ 
ber  of  accidents  increased  during  the  year.  We  also  had  an 
increase  in  registrations  of  motor  vehicles  in  our  town — there 
being  approximately  8,750  vehicles  registered.  During  the  year 
many  safety  suggestions  were  made  and  carried  out,  thereby 
eliminating  many  hazardous  conditions. 

Our  “beach  program”  or  life  saving  coverage  at  our  beaches 
was  carried  out  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  in  that  no  one  was 
drowned  during  the  entire  summer.  We  hope  to  improve  the 
facilities  at  these  places  during  the  coming  summer  season. 

All  officers  are  now  undergoing  a  training  in  the  use  of  their 
revolvers  and  competition  is  to  be  held  with  the  Police  Departments 
of  Hull  and  Randolph. 

We  have  assigned  our  two  Lieutenants,  appointed  in  October, 
to  have  charge  of  Headquarters  from  4  p.m.  to  12  a.m.  and  from 
12  a.m.  to  8  a.m.  This  arrangement  is  working  out  satisfactorily. 

For  the  year  1950  I  have  requested  the  following: 

Five  new  men  and  an  extra  prowl  car.  I  feel  that  it  is 
necessary  to  have  two  prowl  cars,  with  two  men  in  each  car,  on 
both  the  4-12  a.m.  and  the  12  to  8  a.m.  shifts..  We  have  at  the 
present  time  about  5,400  homes  and  about  three  hundred  business 
establishments  in  Town.  It  does  not  provide  good  coverage  to  have 
one  car  covering  our  ninety-eight  miles  of  highway  during  an 
eight  hour  shift.  I  believe  this* extra  coverage  would  provide 
“cheap”  insurance  for  the  citizens  of  our  Town. 

I  have  requested  a  new  ambulance  to  replace  our  thirteen- 
year-old  ambulance.  The  reserve  has  now  built  up  to  a  point 
where  it  will  not  cost  an  excessive  amount  to  replace  this  apparatus. 

The  Budget  also  requests  a  replacement  of  our  two  1941 
motorcycles. In  1949  there  were  8,750  vehicles  registered  in  our 
Town,  and  registrations  are  increasing  every  year,  We  stilThave 
eight  miles  of  State  Highway  within  our  boundaries  and  I  believe 
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the  appearance  alone  of  a  motorcycle  has  a  deterring  effect  on 
those  motorists  who  are  prone  to  speed. 

An  item  requesting  a  replacement  of  our  radio  system  is 
also  included.  Our  system  was  installed  in  1941  and  by  order  of 
the  Federal  Communications  Commission  we  must  change  our 
frequency  by  July  1,  1950.  The  cost  of  a  new  system  which  would 
provide  broadcasting  facilities  to  our  Fire  Department  is  $6,000.00.

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  as  required  by  the 
General  Laws,  Chapter  98,  Section  34.  Taking  office  on  November 
17,  1949,  I  endeavored  to  complete  the  unfinished  work  and  to  set 
up  an  inspection  program. 

As  some  of  the  citizens  may  be  interested  in  the  duties  of  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  I  will  briefly  cover  them.  Scales 
tested  and  sealed  range  from  giant  truck  scales  of  30,000  lbs. 
capacity  to  delicate  torsion  balances  used  by  pharmacists  to 
measure  infinitesimal  amounts  of  drugs  for  prescriptions.  Weights 
used  in  testing  range  from  one  57,600th  part  of  a  pound  to  fifty 
pound  weights.  Scales  used  to  determine  the  price  of  the  thousands 
of  pounds  of  meats,  vegetables,  cheese,  etc.,  sold  each  year  in 
Braintree  stores  must  be  tested  at  intervals  to  make  sure  first  that 
they  are  correct  and  second  that  they  continue  to  give  correct 
weight  throughout  the  year. 

Reweighing  of  packaged  commodities  such  as  potatoes,  bread, 
butter,  cheese,  etc.,  is  an  important  duty.  Oil  bottles  at  the  various 
service  stations  are  examined  for  correct  measure.  Coal  in  transit 
is  reweighed.  Gasoline  pumps  must  be  tested  and  sealed.  Large 
trailer  trucks  for  delivering  fuel  oil  must  be  tested  for  capacity  and 
the  meters  must  be  sealed.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  test  truck  meters  used  to  sell  millions  of  gallons  of  fuel  oil 
and  gasoline  are  tested  annually. 

The  businessmen  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  have  been  co¬ 
operative.  To  the  Selectmen  and  Town  officials  I  extend  my 
thanks.  Following  is  a  summary  of  work  done  during  the  year.

Your  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  1949.  We  shall  endeavor  to  report  on  the  activities  in 
which  we  have  been  engaged  during  the  year  just  passed. 

At  the  regular  town  meeting  in  March  an  appropriation  was 
made  for  the  purchase,  installation,  operation  and  maintenance 
of  an  incinerator  for  the  sanitary  disposal  of  the  carcasses  of  dead 
animals.  This  incinerator  was  installed  in  the  old  boiler  house  at 
the  Highway  Department  on  Union  Street  and  has  proven  to  be  a 
most  satisfactory  and  sanitary  method  in  the  disposal  of  dead 
animals,  as  contrasted  to  the  old  method  of  burial,  particularly 
during  the  winter  months.  Mr.  Aaron  Whitcomb  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  to  collect  the  animals  and  to  operate  the  incinerator. 

Also,  at  the  annual  meeting  an  appropriation  was  made  to 
allow  the  Board  to  employ  a  full  time  clerk.  Miss  Shirley  Watts 
was  appointed  by  the  Board  and  has  proven  to  be  most  competent. 
We  believe  the  acquisition  of  this  clerk  in  the  office  has  resulted 
in  much  better  and  efficient  service  to  the  residents  of  our  town. 

The  program  inaugurated  in  1948  for  the  inspection  of  all 
eating  and  drinking  establishments,  including  the  school  and  indus¬ 
trial  cafeterias,  was  continued.  Bi-monthly  swab  tests  of  all  estab¬ 
lishments  were  made.  Reports  of  the  results  of  the  bacteria  count 
have  been  mailed  to  each  of  such  establishments.  Much  improve¬ 
ment  has  been  noted  during  the  year  which  improvement  we 
believe  to  be  of  a  direct  benefit  to  all  who  use  them.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  cooperation  given  us  by  the  owners  and  managers. 

Samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  milk  dealers  each  month 
for  analysis.  The  milk  in  all  cases  showed  unusually  good  quality 
during  the  year.  No  milk-borne  epidemic  occurred  in  Braintree 
in  1949. 

Meat  and  provision  stores  were  inspected  periodically  and 
no  food-borne  epidemic  occurred  during  the  year  just  passed. 
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Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Department  of 
Health  we  are  having  inserted  by  petition  an  article  in  the  warrant 
for  the  annual  town  meeting  for  the  possible  construction  of  dress¬ 
ing  rooms  at  Sunset  Lake. 

It  is  believed  that  our  expanded  Dental  Clinic  program  which 
has  had  the  full  cooperation  of  the  School  Superintendent  and  the 
School  Health  Director  has  been  most  successful,  educational  and 
that  a  great  deal  of  corrective  work  has  been  accomplished.  Com¬ 
petitive  charts  were  placed  in  each  classroom  listing  the  names  of 
each  student,  the  results  of  the  dental  examinations  and  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  follow-up  work.  A  dental  council  of  three  students  in 
each  school  has  been  selected  to  promote  the  progress  of  these 
charts.  The  Sodium  Fluoride  treatments  were  continued  and 
already  show  excellent  results.  We  regret  that  Miss  Frances  Syl¬ 
vester,  who  pioneered  the  program,  has  resigned.  We  express  our 
appreciation  for  her  valued  services.  A  new  hygienist  will  be 
appointed  shortly  to  succeed  her.  Our  thanks  also  to  Dr.  Veale, 
the  dentist,  and  to  Miss  Berry,  the  dental  clerk,  for  their  faithful 
services. 

Following  the  usual  custom  of  the  Board,  the  Diphtheria 
Clinic  was  held  in  the  spring.  Three  primary  regular  innoculations 
were  given  to  each  child  brought  to  the  Clinic.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  an  increase  of  Diphtheria  reported  this  year  through¬ 
out  the  state,  we  strongly  advise  that  each  child  over  six  months  of 
age  be  taken  either  to  a  physician  of  the  parent’s  choice  or  be 
brought  to  the  Clinic  which  will  be  held  again  in  the  spring  of 
1950.  It  is  also  strongly  advised  that  a  booster  shot  be  given  to 
all  children  whose  primary  immunization  was  given  at  a  greater 
length  of  time  than  two  years  from  the  last  innoculation. 

The  cases  of  communicable  diseases  showed  a  marked  de¬ 
crease  in  number  during  1949.  Chicken-pox  and  poliomyelitis 
were  the  only  diseases  which  showed  an  increase.  Twelve  cases 
of  Polio  were  reported  during  the  year;  we  feel  most  fortunate 
that  there  were  no  more.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  all  report- 
able  diseases  in  1949  were  568,  compared  with  1,150  in  1948. 
Our  most  sincere  thanks  is  given  to  the  Braintree  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  as  well  as  to  the  School  Health  Department  for  their 
valued  cooperation  in  assisting  in  the  control  of  communicable 
diseases. 

The  change  in  the  garbage  contract  to  require  collections 
twice  each  week  during  the  summer,  months  seems  to  have  been 
gratifying  to  our  fellow  townspeople. 

In  our  report  for  1948  reference  was  made  concerning  a  case 
of  an  alleged  nuisance  of  odors  from  an  oil  plant.  A  decision  is 
still  being  awaited  from  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court  in  this  matter. 

At  the  time  this  is  written  we  are  unable  to  report  just  when 
chest  x-rays  will  be  taken  in  our  Town.  We  have  been  informed 
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by  the  Norfolk  County  Health  Association,  however,  that  this 
program  will  be  carried  out  in  the  spring  of  1951. 

A  new  law,  aimed  at  reducing  the  number  of  deaths  among 
premature  babies,  was  enacted  by  the  1949  Legislature.  This  law 
places  the  responsibility  upon  local  health  boards,  after  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  legal  settlement,  to  pay  the  hospital  expenses  for  babies 
weighing  four  and  one-half  pounds  or  less  at  time  of  birth  where 
the  parents  are  unable  to  do  so.  This  was  formerly  a  welfare 
department  function.

The  above  work  was  advertised  and  proposals  were  received 
from  1 8  contractors  on  a  unit  price  basis  in  accordance  with  plans 
and  specifications  prepared  in  the  Sewer  Department  Office.  The 
job  was  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Joseph  Butera  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  of  Woonsocket,  and  work  was  started  on  April  25.  Con¬ 
struction  operations  were  suspended  December  5  for  the  winter. 
There  still  remains  to  be  done  under  Butera’s  contract,  about  690 
feet  on  Cedarcliff  Road,  240  feet  on  Crawford  Street  and  320 
feet  on  Crawford  Road.  It  is  expected  the  remaining  work  will 
be  completed  by  May  1,  1950. 

The  total  cost  of  the  completed  work  amounted  to  $124,240 
or  an  average  of  $8.04  per  linear  foot. 

Record  plans  and  profiles  of  all  main  and  lateral  sewers, 
constructed  prior  to  this  year,  have  been  completed  and  are  on  file 
in  the  Sewer  Department  Office. 

Signed  petitions,  requesting  the  Sewer  Commissioners  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  sewerage  system  to  serve  their  property,  were  received 
from  owners  and  residents  on  the  following  streets  during  the  past 
year:  Commercial  Street,  Conrad  Street,  Elm  Terrace,  Elmlawn 
Road,  Holden  Road,  Howie  Road,  Roberts  Street  and  Vinton 
Avenue. 

Assessments: 

364  Sewer  Assessments,  amounting  to  $84,751.97  were 
levied.  The  total  assessment  levy  is  now  $559,100.18. 

House  Connections: 

There  were  232  sewer  connections,  totaling  12,195  feet,  made 
to  the  system  during  the  year  at  a  total  cost  of  $40,441.19..  The 
total  number  of  connections  is  now  1,829.  This  year’s  new  con¬ 
struction  made  the  sewer  available  to  270  more  houses  and  appli¬ 
cations  for  connection  were  received  from  85  of  them.  There 
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were  25  applications  on  file  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  will  have 
to  wait  until  next  spring  before  work  can  be  started. 

Maintenance: 

All  of  the  main  and  lateral  sewers  were  inspected  and  cleaned 
during  the  early  winter  months.  Some  roots  were  found  in  a 
number  of  the  street  laterals  but  there  were  no  stoppages. 

Stoppages  occurred  in  seven  sewer  connections  due  to  root 
growths.  All  were  promptly  taken  care  of  and  put  back  into 
service  again.  All  sewer  connections,  where  trouble  with  roots 
had  been  experienced  in  the  past,  were  inspected  and  cleaned  out 
where  necessary. 

Financial  Statement: 

A  complete  financial  analysis  of  all  expenditures  during  the 
past  year  is  on  file  in  the  Sewer  Department  Office  and  has  been 
summarized  in  the  Town  Accountant’s  report.

Maintenance 

Snow  Removal,  always  a  project  of  great  importance,  was  com¬ 
paratively  light  yet  considerable  sanding  of  both  streets  and 
.  sidewalks  was  necessary. 

Street  Cleaning — Streets  and  sidewalks  were  cleaned  throughout 
the  town,  many  streets  required  repeat  cleanings  due  to 
careless  trucking  and  overloading.  The  business  centers  were 
cleaned  daily.  All  catch  basins  (1,300)  cleaned  out,  and 
tops  cleared  of  leaves  and  other  debris  as  required.  Drains 
were  flushed  and  repaired  at  various  locations  where  blocks 
occurred.  Six  (6)  catch  basins  were  rebuilt  and  three  (3) 
adjusted  to  gutter  grade. 

Patching  was  done  where  surface  failures  and  settlements  due  to 
openings  for  installation  and  repairs  or  public  utilities 
occurred. 

Repairs  to  Sidewalks,  Fences  and  Guard  Rails  were  made  as 
needed.  » 

Signs  and  Street  Marking — 53  Street  Name  Signs,  22  Regula¬ 
tory  and  36  warning  signs  were  erected.  Center  lines,  Park¬

Rubbish  Collection 

The  acquisition  of  our  second  modern  rubbish  truck  per¬ 
mitted  a  change  in  the  collection  system.  Prior  to  this  change, 
the  monthly  collection  necessitated  stopping  all  regular  work  for 
the  first  week  of  each  month,  as  all  trucks  and  men  were  needed 
to  make  the  collection.  The  new  schedule  started  the  FIRST 
MONDAY  in  August  eliminates  that  regular  work  loss,  is  as 
follows:  Collections  start  THE  FIRST  MONDAY  of  each  month 
in  Precincts  1,  1-A  and  2. 

Precincts  3  and  4 — Collections  start  the  SECOND  MONDAY 
of  each  month. 

Precincts  5  and  6 — Collections  start  the  THIRD  MONDAY 
of  each  month. 

Collections  are  made  on  regular  daily  routes  throughout  each 
collection  week.  Each  individual  collection  will  be  made  the  same 
DAY  (not  date),  the  same  DAY  each  month  unless  delayed  by  a 
holiday  or  bad  weather. 

If  the  FIRST,  SECOND  or  THIRD  MONDAY  happens  to 
be  a  HOLIDAY  the  collection  for  that  week  will  start  the  next  day.

Your  Commissioners  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Brain¬ 
tree  Electric  Light  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1949. 

The  kilowatt  hours  generated  and  purchased  during  1949 
decreased  5,141,770  kwhrs.  This  decrease  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  sold  to  Weymouth  Light  and  Power  Company  surplus 
energy  in  excess  of  this  amount  in  1948. 

The  kilowatt  hours  31,876,144  sold  to  town  consumers 
showed  an  increase  of  1,553,123  kwhrs.  over  the  year  1948. 

The  maximum  peak  demand  was  8,700  kw.,  an  increase  of 
500  kw.  over  1948. 
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The  decrease  in  operating  expenses  was  due  to  the  lower  fuel 
oil  prices.

The  expansion  program  this  year  included  the  occupancy  of 
the  new  building  which  was  completed  in  March.  The  new  switch- 
gear  was  installed  and  in  service  in  July.  With  the  completion  of 
this  building  we  now  have  a  well  equipped  meter  room,  line  stock 
room,  garage  and  engineering  offices. 

The  Union  Street  sub-station  foundation  and  metal  clad 
switchgear  was  completed  and  in  service  the  first  of  November. 
Street  lighting  on  Quincy  Ave.  was  improved  with  the  addition 
of  fourteen  new  sodium  fixtures. 

The  Department  has  built  three  new  line  extensions  to  serve 
the  housing  development  on  the  Walnut  St.,  Lake  St.,  and  Lawn- 
view  projects.  These  projects  together  with  other  new  houses 
built  in  every  section  of  the  Town  required  265  new  services, 
increasing  the  total  to  6,866  services  as  of  December  31,  1949. 

Following  is  presented  the  essential  details  showing  the 
physical  and  operating  conditions  as  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  annual  report  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities.

An  abundant  supply  of  pure,  clean  water  is  expected  and 
accepted  as  a  matter  of  course,  as  a  common  convenience.  Citizens 
give  little  thought  to  the  complicated  water  supply  system  and  the 
years  of  preliminary  planning  and  work  necessary  to  make  this 
supply  available.  In  fact,  consumers’  thoughts  seldom  go  beyond 
the  turning  of  the  faucet. 

This  lack  of  concern  is  the  highest  tribute  that  can  be  paid 
to  the  Water  Commissioners  who  have  made  your  modern  water 
supply  system  possible  and  to  the  employees  of  the  department 
who  safeguard  your  health  and  property  by  contributing  to  the 
efficient  and  economical  operation  of  your  system. 

The  studies  in  the  1930’s  which  led  to  the  raising  of  the  waier 
level  in  Great  Pond  and  later  to  the  building  of  the  upper  dam, 
thus  practically  doubling  the  water  supply,  proved  its  value  during 
the  past  summer,  during  which  time  consumption  increased  33% 
due  to  the  prolonged  drought  and  evaporation,  on  account  of 
excessive  temperatures,  was  15%  above  normal.  You  are 
familiar  with  the  problems  many  towns  and  cities  are  now  ex¬ 
periencing  through  their  rapidly  diminishing  water  supplies,  brought 
about  by  the  severe  dry  period  during  the  past  year,  the  end  of 
which  may  not  yet  be  in  sight. 

Existing  facilities  at  the  pumping  station  permit  the  use  of 
only  one  electrically  operated  discharge  pump  at  a  time.  While 
one  pump  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  normal  requirements,  it  proved 
inadequate  to  meet  the  demand  this  summer  during  the  hours  of 
peak  consumption  which  usually  occurred  between  4:00  P.M. 
and  9:00  P.M.  During  these  periods  it  was  necessary  to  run  an 
additional  pump  operated  by  a  gasoline  engine. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  for  the  purchase  of  new  switch- 
gear,  transformers,  etc.,  replacing  our  obsolete  switchboard  and

equipment,  which,  when  put  into  operation  next  spring  will  permit 
the  use  of  the  two  present  electrically  operated  pumps  and  the  use 
of  the  third  pump  when  a  new  electric  motor  is  connected  thereto. 

The  Filtration  Plant  built  in  1934  reached  the  limit  of  its 
capacity  this  past  summer  and  plans  are  now  being  made  by  our 
engineers  for  an  addition  to  this  plant. 

This  year  eight  thousand  feet  of  water  pipe  and  eleven  fire 
hydrants  have  been  added  to  the  distribution  system  and  253  new 
service  connections  have  been  installed. 

Eighteen  thousand  dollars  of  the  Water  Department  debt  was 
paid  off  this  year,  leaving  only  $186,000.00  outstanding  on  the 
water  supply  system.

Pictured  shown  are  some  of  the  nine  designs  of  ninety  homes 
for  veterans,  which  are  now  about  ready  for  construction;  designs 
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will  be  interspersed  on  six  locations  in  various  sections  of  Brain¬ 
tree,  thus  overcoming  monotonous  repetition. 

Eleven  will  be  on  Hillside  Road,  East  Braintree. 

Five  on  King  Hill  Road,  South  Braintree. 

Eighteen  off  Commercial  Street,  East  Braintree. 

Fourteen  on  Pearl  Street,  South  Braintree. 

Five  on  Common  Street,  Braintree. 

Thirty-seven  on  Wildwood  Avenue,  Braintree  Highlands. 

Braintree  is  the  only  community  in  the  State  to  erect  single 
family  homes  on  separated  sites  under  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
Housing  Law  (Chapter  200)  of  the  Acts  of  1948. 

Occupancy  of  the  houses  is  restricted  to  veterans  of  low  in¬ 
come,  first  choice  of  rental  must  be  given  to  veterans  of  World 
War  II. 

Housing  law  as  presently  enacted  requires  that  these  homes 
be  for  rental  only,  for  forty  years  unless  the  emergency  is  deemed 
to  no  longer  exist;  in  such  event,  these  houses  will  be  sold  at  fair 
market  value. 

Rents  will  be  considerably  less  than  is  charged  for  comparable 
homes  commercially  built. 

The  Town  will  be  paid  5%  of  the  shelter  rent  of  the  houses, 
this  in  lieu  of  taxes,  the  houses  and  land  being  by  law  exempt  from 
local  taxation. 

Members  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  serve  without 
compensation. 

Union  Village  Project 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  contract  with  the  Federal 
Public  Housing  Administration  the  Authority  during  the  past 
year  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  $6,684.48  in. payment  of 
taxes  and  ground  rental.  This  added  to  the  amounts  previously 
paid  the  Town  from  the  beginning  of  the  project  in  October  1946 
amounts  to  $18,609.60. 

The  original  cost  of  the  project  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  was 
$12,872.63.  In  addition  to  this  amount  during  the  past  three 
years  the  Town  has  appropriated  $5,155.13  to  cover  expenses  not 
allowed  by  the  Federal  Government,  making  a  total  cost  of  the 
project  to  date  of  $18,027.76. 

This  deducted  from  revenue  received,  shows  that  the  Town 
has  realized  a  profit  of  $581.84  on  its  original  investment. 

The  Federal  Government  has  received  $40,159.02  from  the 
project  during  the  same  period,  and  we  have  on  hand,  as  of 
December  31,  1949,  approximately  $10,000.00  which  will  be 
paid  to  P.  H.  A. 

During  the  past  year  a  cedar  post  fence  has  been  erected  along 
the  Union  Street  side  of  the  Project  for  the  protection  of  children. 
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Two  Parking  Areas  have  been  completed  thereby  greatly 
relieving  the  parking  problem. 

The  Playground  was  again  operated  for  a  ten  week  period 
under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  instructor. 

During  this  year  twenty-one  veterans  were  able  to  And  new 
homes,  thereby  allowing  us  to  take  care  of  a  like  number  of 
qualified  applicants. 

We  now  have  on  hand  a  waiting  list  of  107  applications  for 
apartments  at  Union  Village  with  additional  applications  being 
received  each  week. 

Recently  the  Federal  Government  gave  local  governments 
the  option  of  taking  over  the  operation  of  Title  V  projects  at  no 
cost  to  the  community,  also  of  applying  for  an  extension  of  time 
for  the  operation  of  the  project. 

In  view  of  the  still  urgent  need  of  low  rental  temporary  hous¬ 
ing  for  veterans  as  manifested  by  the  number  of  applications  on 
hand  and  still  being  received,  your  Authority  asked  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  consider  the  advisability  of  making  application  for 
the  transfer  of  Union  Village  Project  from  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  Town  Government. 

This  application  has  been  made  and  the  action  of  the  Select¬ 
men  was  ratified  by  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  December 
19,  1949. 

This  ratification  will  enable  the  Town  to  receive  the  surplus 
money,  which  heretofore,  has  been  turned  back  to  the  Federal 
Government.

The  Federal  contract  was  to  have  expired  June,  1951,  but 
Chapter  469  of  the  Acts  of  1949,  an  amendment  to  Chapter  372 
pertaining  to  temporary  low  rental  housing,  permits  an  extension 
of  time  to  May  23,  1954. 

We  are  therefore  recommending  that  the  Town  Meeting  vote 
to  continue  the  operations  of  Union  Village  to  the  full  length  of 
time  permissible,  May  23,  1954.  A  suitable  article  has  been 
inserted  in  the  Warrant.

The  Braintree  Airport  Association,  formed  two  years  ago  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Airport  Commission,  to  supervise  all  active 
flying  at  the  Airport,  now  has  210  members.  Regular  meetings 
of  the  Association  are  held  every  two  weeks  at  the  Braintree  Town 
Hall  and  many  interesting  speakers  have  given  valuable,  instruc¬ 
tion  on  current  aviation  topics  to  the  enthusiastic  group  of  aviators. 

The  officers  of  the  Braintree  Airport  Association  for  the  year 
1949  were:  William  K.  Stewart,  President;  Robert  P.  Monaghan, 
V.  Pres.;  Miss  Ethel  H.  Hill,  Secy.;  Robert  B.  Hill,  Treas.;  and 
Clarence  A.  Jermyn,  Airport  Manager. 

The  Braintree  Airport,  located  near  Great  Pond  on  town- 
owned  property  under  the  direction  of  the  Braintree  Water  Dept, 
now  has  an  airstrip  of  2,300  feet  of  cleared  land  with  1,900  feet 
of  usable  runway,  approximately  85  feet  in  width.  The  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  March,  1949,  appropriated  $1,000.00  for  im¬ 
provement  and  lengthening  the  airstrip,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Airport  Commission.  This  much  needed  appropriation  allowed 
the  Commission  to  accomplish  much  important  work  during  the 
last  six  months  of  the  year.  The  field  was  cleared  for  an  additional 
500  feet  in  length,  tree  stumps  removed  and  many  loads  of  gravel 
added  to  fill  the  swampy  area.  More  gravel  is  needed  to  make  the 
last  400  feet  of  runway  usable,  and  to  bring  to  grade.  The  Great 
Pond  side  of  the  Airport  has  been  completely  fenced  off  so  that 
automobiles  cannot  enter  the  airport  at  the  pond  side.  Six  high 
evergreens  have  been  transplanted  beyond  the  fence  to  keep 
planes  high  over  the  road  in  approaching  the  landing  field. 

At  the  side  of  the  far  end  of  the  airstrip,  a  large  parking  area 
for  planes  has  been  constructed  and  during  the  past  season  thirteen 
member-owned  planes  have  been  tied  down  in  orderly  rows  to 
permanent  tie-down  facilities  for  safe  anchorage. 

Four  Flying  Clubs  including  from  three  to  eight  members 
to  a  plane  were  established  to  give  members  who  do  not  own 
planes  an  opportunity  to  fly  at  a  small  cost.  There  are  still  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  young  people  of  the  town  who  desire  to  fly  to  join  the 
Association  and  join  these  flying  clubs.  It  has  been  estimated  by 
club  officials  that  over  2,000  safe  takeoffs  and  landings  have  been 
made  at  the  Braintree  Airport  during  the  past  season,  without  a 
single  accident  to  aviators. 

During  the  past  two  years  hundreds  of  hours  of  hard  labor 
have  been  donated  by  young  aviation  enthusiasts  in  clearing  land 
for  this  unusual  airport.  Thousands  of  dollars  in  labor  have  been 
saved  by  the  cooperative  efforts  of  a  group  of  young  people  who 
wish  to  fly.  The  major  part  of  the  work  to  complete  the  project 
consists  of  hauling  gravel  to  fill  the  low  spots  and  cover  the  swampy 
areas  so  that  the  airport  may  be  used  in  wet  seasons. 
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The  Braintree  Airport  Commission  hopes  to  have  funds 
available  in  the  year  1950  to  complete  the  necessary  addition  of 
gravel  on  the  last  400  feet  of  runway,  widen  the  field  by  bulldozing 
to  150  feet  and  cut  trees  for  a  distance  at  the  further  end  of  the 
runway  to  make  a  safer  approach. 

The  airport  during  the  last  year  has  provided  many  enjoyable 
and  instructive  hours  of  sport  for  many  young  people  of  Braintree 
who  are  interested  in  aviation.  The  Braintree  Airport  Association 
extends  an  invitation  to  citizens  of  Braintree  to  join  their  associa¬ 
tion  and  learn  to  fly  or  fly  with  the  Flying  Clubs  now  in  operation. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1949,  the  Braintree 
Airport  Commission  offered  Federal  and  State  aid  to  build  an 
airport  to  cost  $181,250  to  serve  the  Town  of  Braintree  as  a 
Municipal  Airport.  Federal  and  State  aid  amounting  to  $131,250 
was  offered  to  the  town  if  $50,000  would  be  borrowed  by  the 
town  on  ten-year  bonds  and  appropriated  for  this  use.  The  cost 
to  the  town  would  be  $5,000  per  year  plus  interest.  Bids  had  been 
received  by  the  Airport  Commission  from  one  of  the  largest  avia¬ 
tion  operators  in  Massachusetts  who  was  willing  to  lease  the  airport 
and  build  $81,000  worth  of  buildings  on  the  property  which  could 
be  taxed  by  the  town.  Over  a  period  of  ten  years  the  town  would 
complete  all  bond  and  interest  payments  from  leases,  concessions 
and  taxes  on  newly  erected  property  on  the  airfield,  and  own  the 
airport  free  and  clear.  The  town  voted  to  continue  the  small  air¬ 
strip  and  not  accept  the  offer  from  the  State  and  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment.  An  appropriation  of  $1,000  was  made  to  improve  and 
lengthen  the  present  airstrip. 


Harbor  Master’s  Report

During  the  1949  boating  season  there  were  thirty-three  (33) 
mooring  permits  issued  by  the  Braintree  Harbor  Master.  A  new 
line  of  moorings  was  established  on  the  north  side  of  the  river 
between  the  Quincy  Avenue  Bridge  and  the  Braintree  Electric  Light 
Company  and  a  row  of  moorings  that  had  previously  been  in  the 
middle  of  the  channel  was  moved  over  to  the  new  line. 

The  channel  was  marked  with  birch  trees  at  the  start  of  the 
season  but  they  did  not  prove  to  be  satisfactory  as  they  are  too 
difficult  to  see  at  night. 

On  May  17th  your  Harbor  Master  notified  the  owner  of  the 
old  Braintree  Light  Dept,  tug  that  had  sunk  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  river  from  the  Braintree  Light  plant  that  it  must  be  removed 
at  once  and,  after  considerable  pressure,  this  was  done. 
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'  On  July  18th  a  call  was  received  by  the  Harbor  Master  that 
the  cabin  cruiser  VIKING  was  sinking  at  the  Yacht  Club  float. 
The  owner  was  called  and  notified  of  the  condition  of  his  boat.  He 
did  not  arrive  and  his  boat  had  to  be  beached  at  2:00  A.M.  on 
July  19th  to  keep  it  from  sinking  in  the  channel. 

On  August  29th,  during  a  period  of  high  winds  and  flood 
tides,  a  cruiser  broke  its  moorings  and  swung  into  the  one  behind 
it.  A  line  was  made  fast  until  the  tide  turned  and  the  wind  died 
down.  On  the  same  day  a  small  sail  boat  dragged  its  mooring 
and  was  pounding  the  breakwater  at  Watson  Park.  This  boat 
was  rescued  and  remoored.

The  School  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  calendar 
year  1949  has  been  one  of  progressive  accomplishments. 

The  single-day  session  was  once  more  established  in  the  High 
School  after  a  lapse  of  seventeen  years.  This  permitted  a  school 
day  of  five  and  one-half  hours,  a  requirement  necessary  for  qualifi¬ 
cation  in  the  A-A  standard  of  rating  for  High  Schools  in  the 
Commonwealth. 

Two  open  meetings  were  held  by  the  Committee,  at  which 
time  representatives  for  State- Aided’ Vocational  Schools  and  for 
the  Industrial  Arts  plan,  appeared  and  explained  to  the  Committee 
and  the  citizens  present,  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the 
two  programs. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  an  assembly  explained  to 
the  student  body  in  the  High  School  the  benefits,  of  the  two  plans 
and  asked  them  to  mark  their  preference  on  prepared  blanks  after 
careful  study  by  themselves  and  their  parents.  When  the  results 
were  tabulated  the  preference  was  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  program. 

This  plan  is  now  in  effect  in  the  High  School  and  is  working 
very  satisfactorily. 

It  is  our  intention  to  further  increase  the  subjects  to  be  taught 
and  to  improve  those  now  in  effect.  Classes  have  been  inaugurated 
on  an  elective  basis  in  Sheet  Metal,  Woodworking,  Electricity, 
Automotive,  Printing  and  Machine  operation. 

Formal  dedication  of*  the  new  High  School  Addition  and 
Gymnasium  Building  took  place  the  evening  of  October  28,  1949. 
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Class  of  1887  Braintree  High  School  —  26  Graduated 
1949  —  62nd  Anniversary  Dinner  —  9  living 


To  those  who  have  not  as  yet  visited  the  new  building,  it  is 
suggested  that  you  do  so  at  your  earliest  convenience.  We  have  a 
High  School  and  Gymnasium  of  which  we  may  be  justly  proud. 

The  added  shop  facilities  have  enabled  us  to  provide  more 
courses  in  our  Evening  School.  However,  because  of  limited 
finances  we  are  unable  to  provide  for  more  than  339  enrollees, 
though  we  have  a  registration  of  543. 

We  are  particularly  proud  of  the  work  accomplished  in  Adult 
Education.  The  townspeople  are  invited  to  visit  the  High  School 
any  evening  that  the  classes  are  in  session  and  observe  for  them¬ 
selves  the  work  being  done  by  a  most  interested  group.  Our 
director,  Mr.  William  E.  Trainor,  is  performing  an  excellent  piece 
of  work.  We  hope  that  this  work  will  be  permitted  to  expand  in 
the  future. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Massachusetts 
Association  of  School  Committees,  future  graduations  of  Seniors 
will  be  held  during  during  the  second  week  in  June. 

Because  of  our  increasing  enrollment,  it  has  become  necessary 
to  abandon  all  existing  school  boundaries. 
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Abraham  Lincoln  School 

Built  1910,  addition  1930.  Requires  partial  remodeling  for  use  as  a  seventh 
and  eighth  grade  school  alter  February  1951. 


This  will  mean  the  shifting  of  our  school  population  from  one 
district  to  another  when  found  necessary  and  then  only  if  facilities 
are  available. 

With  this  in  mind,  we  have  asked  that  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
be  included  in  our  budget  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
transportation  services  and  the  opening  of  two  rooms  in  the 
Administration  Building  or  in  some  other  location  when  the 
urgency  arises. 

As  a  means  of  providing  better  education  to  our  boys  and 
girls,  two  years  ago  we  inaugurated  the  consolidation  of  the  7th 
and  8th  grades  in  the  South  District.  Classes  are  being  held  in 
the  Noah  Torrey  School.  This  experiment  has  proved  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful  and  worthwhile. 

We  now  have  this  plan  in  effect  in  the  North  District  with 
classes  in  the  High  School  and  in  the  East  District  with  classes  in 
the  Abraham  Lincoln  School. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  the  Town  Meeting  mem¬ 
bers  will  vote  their  approval  of  the  Article  inserted  in  the  Warrant 
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Monatiquot  School 

Built  1892.  Ten  classes  now;  district  will  require  one  additional  classroom  each  year. 

by  the  School  Survey  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  altering  the 
Lincoln  School  to  better  fit  in  with  our  consolidation  program. 

Land  for  playground  or  possible  future  additions  to  the 
Lincoln  School  having  been  purchased  by  vote  of  a  previous  Town 
Meeting.  For  this  the  School  Committee  is  grateful. 

To  help  us  in  seeking  locations  for  possible  future  school 
sites  an  Advisory  Committee  was  appointed,  composed  of  nine 
members,  one  from  each  precinct  and  three  from  the  School 
Committee. 

Their  recommendation  follows  this  report. 

We  are  indeed  indebted  to  them  and  it  is  our  desire  that 
they  continue  in  this  capacity,  and  that  they  will  eventually  become 
a  Lay  Advisory  Committee  to  the  School  Board,  similar  to  those 
now  existing  in  at  least  twenty-two  states. 

This  recognition  by  boards  of  education  of  the  need  for  a 
two  way  channel  for  face-to-face  discussion  of  the  problems  of 
education  between  the  school  and  the  community  is  exceedingly 
significant.  It  means  that  we  are  “growing  up”  in  public  education. 

With  the  many  problems  constantly  arising  in  transportation, 
a  sub-committee  of  the  School  Committee  known  as  the  Transpor- 
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Penniman  School

tation  Committee  has  been  created.  This  Committee  has  been  of 
untold  help  to  the  School  Board  and  should  be  made  a  permanent 
part  of  our  organization. 

One  of  the  unfortunate  phases  of  our  program  this  year  was 
that  because  of  lack  of  funds,  we  had  to  forego  sending  our  boys 
and  girls  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Music  Festival  held  at  New 
Bedford. 

We  hope  that  this  condition  will  be  corrected  in  the  future. 

A  new  type  of  report  cards,  devised  by  teachers  and  parents, 
is  being  tried  out  in  the  Watson,  Hollis,  Lincoln  and  Highlands 
Schools. 

We  are  attempting  to  improve  upon  the  old-fashioned,  mis¬ 
leading  and  often  frustrating  card  in  use  for  so  many  years. 

If  found  successful,  the  plan  will  be  put  into  effect  in  all 
schools. 

Because  of  the  many  requests  for  “Drives  for  various  causes,” 
in  the  schools,  it  has  become  necessary  for  the  board  to  limit  the 
number  of  Drives  from  now  on,  to  four.  Each  of  these  four 
Drives  must  have  the  approval  of  the  School  Committee. 
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Braintree  Highlands  School 

Built  1930.  Ten  classes  now;  will  require  additional  classroom  each  year. 


With  the  consolidation  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades  has  come 
the  possibility  that  the  8th  grade  graduations  may  be  eliminated. 
If  this  is  to  be  so,  now  would  be  the  time  for  this  change  to  be 
made. 

This  year  brought  about  the  beginning  of  a  Remedial  Read¬ 
ing  program  advocated  in  our  1948  Report. 

We  have  also  revised  our  Budget  Forms  to  conform  with 
those  of  other  departments  in  the  Town.  This  should  help 
all  concerned. 

Programs  in  cooperation  with  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles, 
the  Conservation  Committee  of  the  Philergians  and  Career  Day 
instituted  by  our  Guidance  Department  with  the  help  of  the  Rotary, 
Lions  and  Kiwanis  Clubs  were  very  successful.  We  thank  each 
and  everyone  who  helped  to  make  these  projects  possible. 

For  consideration  by  the  citizens,  we  list  the  comparative  sta¬ 
tistics  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  the  School  year  1948-1949 
(thirty  (30)  cities  and  towns  in  population  range  from  15,000  to 
30,000)  which  shows  that:

In  the  belief  that  the  Advisory  Committee  on  School  Sites 
has  been  established  for  the  prime  purpose  of  surveying  possible  and 
feasible  sites  for  proposed  school  units  as  outlined  in  W.  K. 
Wilson’s  long-range  plan  of  school  plant  development,  we  submit 
a  partial  report  herewith  covering  only  the  Monatiquot  School 
District. 


The  Advisory  Committee  does  not  believe  it  has  the  power, 
as  presently  authorized,  to  make  any  movement  whatsoever  toward 
acquisition  of  any  site  recommended,  and  has  therefore  taken  no 
steps  to  determine  availability  of  land  or  purchase  price.  Both 
of  these  factors,  of  course,  will  influence  the  course  of  action,  but 
unless  further  authority  is  specifically  granted,  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  considers,  with  the  information  in  this  report,  that  the 
matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee. 


Our  Committee  first  organized  using  the  political  precincts 
as  a  means  of  subdividing  the  work  of  our  committee  members. 
It  has  become  apparent,  however,  that  school  districts  do  not  fol¬ 
low  political  districts  closely,  and  we  have  therefore  concentrated 
our  attention  in  the  short  period  of  our  existence  on  the  Monatiquot 
School  District  since  it  is  evident  from  Wilson’s  report  that  attention 


*  130 


should  be  focused  first  in  this  area.  With  this  report  in  mind, 
supplemented  with  advice  from  Mr.  Proctor,  we  have  been  attempt¬ 
ing  to  find  sites  for  three  possiole  school  locations  in  the  Monat- 
iquot  District. 

Three  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Morrison,  Mr.  Packard  and 
Mr.  Trefry,  together  with  Mr.  Crimp,  the  architect,  and  Mr.  Proc¬ 
tor,  have  thoroughly  surveyed  the  Monatiquot  District  bearing  in 
mind  the  most  important  philosophy  of  Wilson’s  recommendation 
for  long-range  planning — new  residential  construction,  walking 
distance  and  type  of  pupil  the  school  building  will  house. 

As  indicated  before,  we  have  not  approached  the  problem 
from  the  standpoint  of  cost  or  availability  except  to  have  the  archi¬ 
tect  project  a  building  on  one  area  that  appeared  on  the  surface 
to  be  attendant  with  more  than  usual  high  construction  cost.  Be¬ 
cause  of  Mr.  Crimp’s  kind  service  in  this  respect  we  can  recom¬ 
mend  this  area  as  a  very  suitable  site  but  with  an  admonition  that 
the  cost  will  be  high. 

By  reference  to  the  Town  of  Braintree’s  maps,  one  of  which 
accompanies  this  report,  you  will  see  six  areas  shaded  in  blue,  as 
follows,  with  our  recommendations  included: 

Site  No.  1 — The  area  off  West  Street  known  as  the  Bryant  and 
Farrington  Land,  acreage  ample  but  with  a  severe  rise  in 
contour  in  two  or  three  places — land  heavily  wooded,  large 
boulders,  and  probably  ledge.  Site  is  very  centrally  located 
to  service  the  heart  of  the  present  Monatiquot  District.  There 
would  be  no  houses  involved  in  the  purchase  of  the  Farrington 
land,  but  possibly  one  house  of  the  Bryant  land. 

Recommendation:  Though  the  Farrington  portion  is  undoubt¬ 
edly  the  best  site  from  location  standards,  this  is  the  area 
Mr.  Crimp  feels  is  not  desirable,  because  of  the  cost  angle 
of  construction.  Not  only  would  we  encounter  higher  basic 
foundation  cost  but  to  provide  the  necessary  sewerage  and 
water  and  road  service  would  necessitate  much  higher  cost — 
we  feel  also,  that  this  land  is  less  apt  to  be  sold  for  housing  in 
the  near  future  for  the  same  high  cost  of  construction  reason¬ 
ing.  Therefore,  at  this  time  we  do  not  recommend  purchase. 

Site  No.  2 — The  area  at  Five  Corners — bounded  by  Granite 
Street,  and  Town  and  Franklin  Streets — level,  open  ground, 
apparently  farm  land  at  one  time.  Ample  acreage,  we  believe, 
not  low  or  rocky.  There  are  perhaps  no  physical  reasons 
why  this  site  is  not  one  of  the  best. 

Recommendation:  At  the  present  time,  however,  the  school 
population  does  not  center  in  this  area,  making  it  less  im¬ 
portant  for  immediate  purchase,  but  none  the  less  important 
for  acquisition,  if  the  school  expansion  will  require  it.  With¬ 
out  time  for  further  study  and  more  consultation  with  School 
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authorities,  we  are  not  yet  prepared  to  say  that  this  site 
belongs  in  the  Monatiquot  District.  It  is  on  the  borderline 
between  Monatiquot  and  Torrey  and  may  very  properly  fall 
within  the  latter  territorial  distinction  as  we  investigate  the 
Torrey  area.  It  is  a  good  site  and  should  be  analyzed  very 
thoroughly  as  soon  as  possible  for  its  utility  value  to  the  Town. 

Site  No.  3 — Area  off  Tremont  Street,  between  Hobart  Avenue 
and  Central  Ave.  Now  belongs  to  Thayer  Academy.  Level 
ground,  wooded  but  not  heavily.  Shallow  depth  with  frontage 
at  perhaps  800-1,000  feet  on  Tremont  Street.  Would  just 
about  make  up  minimum  standards  of  six  acres  presently 
required  by  the  State. 

Recommendations:  The  Committee  does  not  feel  that  the 
Town  would  be  too  successful  in  acquiring  this  land.  Refer¬ 
ence  about  it  having  been  made  to  responsible  parties  of  the 
Academy  leads  us  to  believe  that  while  no  immediate  plans 
are  in  process  for  its  use,  the  Trustees  would  probably  not 
relinquish  it  easily.  The  area  would  have  to  be  carefully 
measured  to  determine  its  exact  acreage  before  anything 
further  is  done. 

Site  No.  4 — Area  off  Walnut  Street  and  Hollis  Avenue,  extension 
known  as  Simms  land.  Severe  contours,  wooded  but  not 
too  heavily,  boulders  and  possibly  ledge.  It  would  be  neces¬ 
sary  as  in  Site  #  1  to  provide  at  high  cost  the  water,  sewerage 
and  road.  The  area  would  not  have  good  level  play  areas 
and  we  do  not  believe  it  would  meet  the  State  requirement  of 
10  acres. 

Recommendations:  Not  to  be  considered  because  of  Site 
# 6 ,  which  we  feel  is  more  desirable  and  will  cost  much  less. 

Site  No.  5 — Area  off  Granite  Street  at  Five  Corners — forming 
part  of  Braintree  Dam  (now  dry).  Sufficient  in  size  but 
requires  a  large  amount  of  fill — site  would  be  in  a  hollow  and 
would  also  front  on  a  hazardous  traffic  route. 

Recommendation:  Not  to  be  considered. 

Site  No.  6 — Area  bounded  by  North  Street,  Lakeside  Drive  and 
Sunnyside  Avenue,  off  Walnut  Ave.,  extension  between 
Braintree  Dam  and  Granite  Ave., — known  as  “Sandpits” — 
sufficient  acreage  for  State,  level  ground,  water  table  probably 
not  too  far  below  ground  surface — lacks  landscaping  and  is 
exposed  to  the  hazards  of  the  Dam. 

Recommendation:  This  area  as  indicated  by  Planning  Board 
analysis  of  New  Home  Construction,  has  the  largest  amount 
of  new  homes  since  1945.  It  is  somewhat  evident  also  that 
more  construction  will  take  place  here  in  the  very  near  future. 
There  will  be  a  large  increase  in  school  population, 
particularly  in  K-3  or  K-4  in  the  next  few  years  that  will 
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present  a  very  serious  problem  to  the  already  overcrowded 
Hollis  and  Monatiquot  Schools.  For  this  reason  and  because 
this  site  falls  into  the  desired  plan  of  a  new  community  K-6 
and  one  possible  7-8  school,  we  feel  that  the  purchase  of 
sufficient  area  in  this  section  should  be  undertaken  at  the 
coming  Town  meeting.  New  home  construction  will  take 
place  to  use  up  the  land,  making  its  purchase  much  more 
costly  each  year  the  Town  waits  to  buy  this  area.  If  the  land 
is  bought  by  the  Town  and  never  used,  it  probably  can  always 
be  sold  for  house  construction  with  nothing  more  than  loss  of 
taxes  in  interim  period.  Your  Advisory  Committee  feels  that 
this  land  should  be  obtained  now  and  recommend  the  inser¬ 
tion  of  a  general  article  in  the  Town  Warrant  before  January 
closing  date,  asking  the  Town  to  vote  a  “certain  sum  of 
money  for  a  parcel  of  land  to  be  designated  at  Town  meeting.” 
The  period  between  the  closing  of  the  warrant  and  the  Town 
meeting  will  give  time  for  a  better  architectural  survey  of  the 
land  and  negotiation  for  its  purchase. 


Superintendent’ s  Report 

RALPH  W.  PROCTOR,  Supt.  of  Schools 
Membership 

This  year  all  previous  records  have  been  broken  for  both 
the  total  membership  of  the  pupils  and  the  number  of  teachers 
employed  in  the  Town.  On  October  1,  1949,  the  total  member¬ 
ship  was  4,058  pupils,  an  increase  of  265  over  the  previous  year. 
Similar  increases  at  about  the  same  rate  are  expected  for  the  next 
eight  years. 

Budget 

Naturally,  each  year’s  increase  in  number  of  pupils  requires 
additional  teachers,  classrooms,  equipment,  books  and  supplies — 
all  of  which  are  reflected  in  an  increasing  budget  at  the  rate  of 
about  $200  for  each  additional  child.  The  Table  of  Comparative 
Statistics  (at  the  end  of  this  report)  will  show,  however,  that  the 
budget  is  quite  reasonable  on  a  comparative  membership  basis, 
and  that  Braintree,  in  view  of  its  resources,  is  doing  as  well  as  can 
normally  be  expected  in  providing  for  the  school  operating  ex¬ 
penses.  The  increase  of  $50,000  in  State  Aid  for  1949  and 
hereafter  should  be  helpful. 

Morale 

Teachers  and  staff  continue  to  grow  in  service ^  and  to  become 
more  proficient  in  rendering  service.  Our  teachers’  institutes, 
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extension  courses,  course  of  study  committees  are  the  means 
through  which  the  spirit  of  whole-hearted  support  and  cooperation 
of  the  staff  is  translated  into  constantly  increasing  efficiency  and 
system  in  operation.  Teachers  are  doing  a  conscientious  job  in 
bringing  improved  procedure  into  actual  practice  in  their  academic 
work. 

P.T.A. 

A  very  fine  relationship  exists  between  the  school  faculties 
and  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations.  In  the  P.T.A.’s  attendance 
is  good,  business  meetings  and  programs  well-planned.  The  assist¬ 
ance  in  providing  for  material  improvements  in  the  various  schools 
has  been  remarkable;  and  the  counsel  and  encouragement  rendered 
by  P.T.A.  officers  is  a  very  real  support. 

Braintree  High  School 

The  completion  of  the  gymnasium  and  the  enlargement  of 
the  main  Braintree  High  School  building  for  the  opening  of  the 
school  year  in  September  carried  with  it  the  anticipated  uplift  in 
pupils’  attitude.  The  knowledge  that  they  are  part  of  one  of  the 
finest  and  most  up-to-date  school  systems  in  the  area,  has  acted 
to  the  advantage  of  the  school  system,  as  a  whole,  and  a  definite 
improvement  in  spirit  and  morale. 

The  transition  from  a  short  school  day  for  each  of  the  two 
session  groups,  to  one  long  day  for  all,  was  met  with  no  outward 
objections.  Apparently  both  teachers  and  pupils  felt  the  same 
call  for  increased  energy  to  take  care  of  the  greater  demands,  and 
excellent  adjustments  have  been  made  by  all. 

More  than  forty  of  our  last  year’s  graduating  class  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  institutions  of  higher  learning.  There  is  no  evidence  that 
any  pupil  who  was  properly  prepared  and  able  to  finance  a  college 
education  could  not  gain  admission. 

Standardized  and  traditional  high  school  curricula  were 
abandoned  several  years  ago;  now  each  pupil’s  course  is  individually 
planned  in  accordance  with  his  needs  and  abilities.  Revision  of 
the  offerings  has  progressed  to  the  point  where  each  student  can 
be  given  a  sequence  of  subjects  designed  to  prepare  him  as  an 
individual  for  life  in  the  world  of  1950. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  along  with  these  changes  the  success 
of  pupils  in  their  subjects,  as  indicated  by  school  marks  has 
markedly  increased. 

Buildings 

As  soon  as  the  interior  of  the  Penniman  School  has  been 
redecorated  our  buildings  will  all  present  a  good  appearance. 
However,  the  grounds,  especially  the  front  lawns,  need  attention. 
Many  schools  have  no  hard  surface  area  near  the  building,  with 
the  result  that  mud  and  dust  not  only  bother  outside  but  are 
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carried  into  the  building  causing  excessive  wear  on  doors  and  much 
discomfort  to  teachers  and  pupils.  Much  credit  should  be  given 
our  custodians  and  maintenance  men  for  the  fine  care  of  our 
buildings. 

Safety 

A  recent  editorial  in  a  Quincy  paper  commended  Braintree 
for  its  very  efficient  School  Safety  Patrol.  The  article  went  so  far 
as  to  indicate  that  the  Safety  Program  was  among  the  best.  The 
Safety  Program  is  motivated  by  an  enthusiasm  in  the  school  among 
the  teachers  and  pupils,  by  the  cooperation  received  from  our 
Police  Department,  and  by  the  recognition  given  to  the  patrols 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  P.T.A.’s  and  citizens. 

Handicapped 

During  the  year,  twenty-seven  physically  handicapped  children 
at  all  grade  levels  from  the  first  through  the  eleventh  have  been 
supplied  home  instruction.  These  pupils  are  proud  of  their 
accomplishments  and  really  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  learning 
at  home  under  the  guidance  of  a  very  capable  teacher. 

Music 

Braintree  has  an  excellent  standing  in  public  school  music. 
The  program  consists  of  singing,  listening,  rhythmic  activities, 
creative  activities  and  instrumental  work.  The  aim  is  to  develop 
in  the  average  child  a  satisfaction  and  enjoyment  in  this  participa¬ 
tion  so  that  he  will  want  to  continue  vocal  music  and  singing. 
There  is  a  great  need  for  victrola  records  and  record  players  to 
implement  this  program. 

Art 

The  art  work  has  always  been  good.  Several  annual  exhibi¬ 
tions  are  held.  Formulation  of  work  on  the  basis  of ‘artistic  appeal 
as  well  as  factual  worth  is  stressed  in  all  subjects.  The  elective 
art  program  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  is  developing  real 
talent. 

Health 

Our  objective  is  a  healthy  and  happy  group  of  school  children. 
In  order  for  them  to  achieve  success  it  is  important  that  they  be 
able  to  work  at  their  highest  peak  of  physical  efficiency.  Our  staff 
is  always  on  the  alert  for  deviations  from  normal.  Much  time  is 
spent  on  hearing  and  vision  testing.  These  are  two  defects  that 
develop  so  gradually  that  parents  are  generally  unaware  of  the 
trouble  until  it  has  reached  an  advanced  stage.  We  are  pleased 
that  so  many  parents  have  responded  to  notices  sent  home  regard¬ 
ing  physical  defects.

Dental  Clinic  Operated  by  Board  of  Health  in  the  Elementary  Schools 


The  dental  program  has  shown  a  tremendous  improvement 
in  one  year,  with  results  far  in  excess  of  our  anticipations. 

In  fact,  the  entire  Health  program  has  been  voluntarily  com¬ 
mended  in  writing  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  rated 
as  one  of  the  outstanding  programs  in  the  Commonwealth.  - 

The  demand  for  recreational  opportunities  from  the  students 
and  the  public  is  being  well  satisfied  by  the  facilities  of  the  new 
gym.  The  locker  rooms  provide  adequate  space  for  showers  under 
ideal  hygienic  conditions.  Towel  service  provides  a  clean  towel 
for  each  individual  as  a  means  of  creating  a  wholesome  attitude 
toward  personal  hygiene. 

The  athletic  program  continues  to  answer  one  of  the  needs 
of  the  community  in  providing  after-school  activity  under  compe¬ 
tent  supervision. 

Guidance 

Growth  of  the  child,  in  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  word,  is 
the  basic  conception  of  education,  and  the  chief  concern  of  all 
who  made  guidance  function.  No  child  will  work  long  and  hard 
at  his  growth  unless  he  gets  the  proper  encouragement,  and  tastes 
of  some  success  as  he  studies.  Guidance  endeavors  to  assist  the 
youth  in  choices  of  subjects,  courses,  and  career  goals  so  that 
direction  can  be  given  to  his  efforts.  Discovery  of  his  talents 
through  inventories,  and  measurements  are  phases  of  this  program 
which  is  carried  on  in  the  high  and  elementary  schools  by  competent 
persons  specializing  in  the  adjustment  of  individual  difficulties.  To 
give  adequate  attention  to  this  work  for  the  4,000  school  children 
of  Braintree  constitutes  a  great  challenge  to  which  the  Guidance 
Director,  counselors,  remedial  reading  specialist  and  attendance 
officer  and  nurses  are  responding  with  great  effectiveness. 

Classroom  Requirements 

By  September,  1950,  all  available  classrooms,  including  nine 
undesirable  basement  and  attic  rooms,  will  be  in  use.  In  addition 
there  will  be  three  classes  in  the  East  District,  and  four  in  the 
North  District  for  which  no  rooms  are  available. 

The  East  District  situation  will  be  relieved  by  the  opening  of 
the  new  school  about  February,  1951.  In  the  North  and  South 
Districts  continued  increase  calls  for  provision  of  additional  facili¬ 
ties  by  September,  1951.  The  School  Committee,  Survey  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Advisory  Committee  are  all  working  on  these  problems 
and  will  have  recommendations  concerning  sites  and  building 
plans  to  make  to  the  Town  at  intervals. 

School  Committee 

All  of  the  activities  mentioned  in  this  report  are  conducted 
under  the  supervision  and  in  accordance  with  policies  thoroughly 
discussed  by  the  School  Committee.  Braintree  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
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mg  a  Committee  composed  of  such  conscientious  members  who 
give  a  great  amount  of  their  time,  are  conscientious  in  attendance 
at  meetings,  and  thorough  in  their  follow-up  of  questions  raised 
by  themseives  or  others  for  the  improvement  of  our  schools.  With¬ 
out  their  inspiration,  guidance  and  special  help  none  of  the  ac¬ 
complishments  listed  would  have  been  possible.

The  trustees  of  the  Thayer  Public  Library  earnestly  request 
of  every  citizen  who  has  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  of  the  Town 
of  Braintree  for  1949  to  thoughtfully  read  our  librarian’s  resume 
of  the  Thayer  Public  Library  and  its  branches.  It  reveals  the 
utter  inadequacy  of  our  library  facilities  to  meet  the  reading  needs 
of  our  children  and  our  citizens. 

The  chairman  of  the  trustees  who  is  also  chairman  of  the 
State  Library  Commission  and  knows  the  library  situation  through¬ 
out  the  Commonwealth,  has  no  hesitation  in  declaring  that  Brain¬ 
tree  has  the  most  deplorable  library  conditions  of  any  town  or  city 
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Waiting  for  the  Doors  to  Open  at  East  Braintree  Branch  Library 

in  Massachusetts  included  within  the  range  of  population  of 
15,000  to  25,000. 

The  chairman  is  proud  of  the  response  our  citizens  have  made 
when  asked  to  make  an  adequate  appropriation  for  the  construction 
of  a  modern  high  school  and  a  gymnasium.  The  buildings  con¬ 
structed  are  worthy  of  the  times  in  which  we  live. 

Now,  as  we  face  the  beginning  of  this  second  half  century 
let  us  make  amends  for  a  half  century  of  apathy  and  negligence  in 
reference  to  library  affairs  by  approving  in  the  next  annual  town 
meeting  the  construction  of  a  modern  library  that  shall  be  worthy 
of  the  town  of  Braintree. 

A  conversation  overheard  between  two  young  men  at  the 
catalog. 

“Wow,  what  a  small  library!” 

“Oh,  I  dunno — yer  usually  get  what  yer  want  here.” 

The  first  speaker,  a  visitor,  was  apparently  impressed  only 
by  the  physical  size  of  the  building.  The  second,  a  regular  user 
of  the  library,  had  found  that  the  size  and  quality  of  its  contents 
was  important  to  him.  Yet,  the  contents  and  service  could  be  so 
much  better  with  a  better  building. 

Small?  Why  wouldn’t  the  building  be  small,  since  it  was 
built  75  years  ago?  The  library  has  just  completed  75  years  of 
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At  the  Highlands  Branch  Young  Borrowers  Enjoy  Their  Own  Room 

service  to  the  town,  yet,  in  all  these  years  the  size  of  the  building 
has  remained  the  same.  The  founder  of  the  library  had  vision  in 
providing  a  building  in  1874.  He  would  expect  the  building  to 
keep  pace  and  grow  as  the  use  of  the  library  and  size  of  the  town 
increased.  He  would  still  have  vision  and  expect  the  town  to 
provide  a  new  building  as  services  outgrew  his  original  gift. 

Seventy-five  years  ago,  this  building  served  a  population  of 
4,156  adequately.  The  town  was  compact.  There  was  no  need 
for  branches;  there  was  no  need  for  a  children’s  room;  little 
reference  work  was  done  and  there  was  no  need  for  a  separate 
room-  for  that  work.  There  was  no  need  for  a  browsing  room, 
for  housewives  and  their  husbands  had  no  time  left  from  their 
home  chores  to  spend  reading  magazines  and  new  books  in  a 
comfortable  chair  in  the  library.  There  was  no  need  for  a  large 
work  room  to  process  thousands  of  new  books  and  periodicals, 
and  prepare  thousands  more  for  branches  and  schools.  Today 
with  the  town’s  population  of  21,000  five  times  as  great  as  in 
1874,  the  library’s  use  is  sixteen  times  what  it  was  then.  Circula¬ 
tion  alone  in  1949  was  just  under  200.000 — in  1875,  13.000.  In 
1949,  9,120  residents  of  the  .town  were  registered  as  borrowers, 
or  44%;  in  1875,  587,  or  14%  of  the  population. 

With  this  great  increase  in  the  number  of  users,  there  is  also 
great  increase  in  the  assistance  rendered  to  the  individual.  In  the 
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early  years,  the  emphasis  of  the  library  was  simply  on  acquiring 
books,  whether  they  were  used  or  not.  The  modern  library  empha¬ 
sizes  putting  the  books  to  work.  The  human  element  is  important; 
bringing  the  books  and  the  reader  together.  The  library  is  the  first 
place  to  which  the  individual  naturally  turns  when  he  has  a  prob¬ 
lem  to  be  solved.  The  staff  member  spends  time  in  helping  a  bor¬ 
rower  select  the  book  which  suits  his  needs;  she  compiles  lists  of 
books  on  special  subjects  for  individual  borrowers;  she  makes 
displays  that  tell  borrowers  what  the  library  owns.  She  shows  the 
reader  how  to  use  the  catalog,  and  the  indexes  such  as  the  magazine 
index,  the  index  to  plays,  the  index  to  poetry  and  the  index  to 
essays. 

As  the  town  spread  out,  it  was  necessary  to  increase  the 
delivery  points  of  the  library  by  providing  branches.  This  phase 
of  the  library’s  service  means  more  work  and  requires  space  at 
the  main  library,  for  here  branch  deposits  are  made  up  and  records 
must  be  kept. 

The  East  Braintree  Branch  is  a  vigorous  branch  on  Quincy 
Avenue  in  a  busy  section  of  the  town.  Miss  Isabel  Handy,  the 
capable  librarian,  has  all  she  can  do  to  answer  questions  of  both 
grade  and  high  school  students  each  day.  The  users  of  this  branch 
live  far  from  the  main  library,  so  they  must  count  on  the  branch 
to  do  their  reference  work  as  well  as  supply  them  with  good 
reading.  The  time  has  come  when  the  interior  furnishings  of  East 
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Braintree  should  have  a  face  lifting.  A  drab  store  building  could 
be  made  much  more  attractive  and  inviting  by  new  chairs,  tables 
and  curtains. 

Braintree  Branch  is  attractive  in  its  setting  in  an  old  house, 
one  room  of  which  has  an  old  fireplace  with  baking  oven.  Located 
near  the  North  shopping  center  of  the  town,  it  attracts  readers  on 
the  way  to  the  stores.  Mrs.  Gertrude  Bates,  the  genial  librarian 
here,  finds  in  spite  of  its  attractiveness  that  this  branch  is  very 
crowded  for  shelf  space.  There  is  not  adequate  room  to  keep  a 
large  collection  of  reference  books,  so  that  the  comparative  near¬ 
ness  to  the  main  library  is  at  times  an  advantage  for  borrowers 
in  this  vicinity. 

Braintree  Highlands  is  a  rapidly  growing  residential  section 
of  the  town,  and  near  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  is  the  youngest 
of  our  branches.  Mrs.  Edith  Emerson  is  most  helpful  in  assisting 
both  young  and  old  to  select  suitable  reading.  This  year,  we  have 
added  a  table  and  small  chairs  for  the  little  room  which  the  children 
are  happy  to  call  their  own. 

Another  important  development  in  library  service  in  75 
years  is  the  Children’s  Department.  The  circulation  of  children’s 
books  in  the  early  years  was  about  10%  of  the  total;  in  1949,  46% 
of  the  total  circulation.  You  have  but  to  take  a  look  in  the  children’s 
room  at  the  attractive  books,  from  the  picture  books  for  the 
youngest  child,  to  the  exciting  horse  stories  for  young  people,  to  see 
the  reason  for  this  change  in  75  years.  Also,  increase  in  school 
population  means  increase  in  library  business,  yet  increase  in 
facilities  for  library  work  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in 
facilities  for  school  work.  There  is  no  school  building  which  has 
been  in  constant  use  for  75  years,  and  is  still  being  used  for  work 
which  has  increased  more  than  16  times. 

The  practice  of  sending  classroom  deposits  to  the  schools 
continues.  Mrs.  Blair  believes  this  also  helps  to  make  children 
better  users  of  the  library.  Three  special  trends  in  the  types  of 
reading  have  been  noted  this  year.  Children  are  asking  for  more 
and  more  Biography.  Older  boys  are  finding  that  they  like  stories 
with  Historical  settings.  There  has  been  a  30%  increase  in  chil¬ 
dren’s  Religious  material,  largely  by  Sunday  Schools. 

Mrs.  Blair  has  also  continued  the  practice  of  holding  story 
hours  during  the  months  of  July  and  August.  Twice  each  week 
children  thronged  into  the  tiny  children’s  room;  in  July  265  and 
in  August  498,  a  total  of  763  for  two  months.  This  fact  in  itself 
speaks  for  the  need  of  new  children’s  library  space. 

Reference  work  is  an  important  development  in  the  Adult 
Department,  and  a  glance  at  some  of  the  questions  which  have 
been  asked  in  1949  will  show  what  is  involved  in  this  work. 
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“A  picture  of  an  Irish  band  costume.” 

“What  are  the  weights  of  elephants  at  different  ages?” 

“How  do  you  make  sails  for  a  boat  model?” 

“Material  on  raising  a  Dalmatian  puppy.” 

“Routine  for  the  minuet  with  variations.” 

“Material  on  principles  of  foreign  trade,  importing  and 
exporting,  for  organizing  a  course  at  a  university.” 

Foreign  brides  come  to  the  library  for  books  in  their  native 
languages.  We  have  had  requests  for  books  in  the  following 
languages:  French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian,  Finnish,  Norwegian 
and  Hungarian.  One  borrower  came  to  the  library  with  a  letter 
she  had  received  written  in  German.  She  came  to  the  library  to 
have  us  translate  it  for  her, 'as  she  said,  “I  have  always  been  able 
to  get  help  for  my  problems  at  the  library.”  The  library  did  not 
fail  her  this  time,  as  one  of  the  staff  members  is  a  very  good  Ger- 
*  man  student,  and  was  able  to  translate  the  letter  for  her. 

Looking  up  historical  facts  for  the  Braintree  England  Com¬ 
mittee  in  preparation  for  the  booklet  was  a  phase  of  reference 
work  this  year  which  required  a  great  deal  of  digging  and  hunting. 
The  adult  department  not  only  answers  the  questions  of  indi¬ 
viduals,  but  also  supplies  the  needs  of  three  secondary  schools,  the 
High  School,  Thayer  Academy  and  the  new  Archbishop  Williams 
Catholic  High  School.  While  some  questions  may  seem  trivial  to 
the  reader,  yet  they  are  important  to  the  inquirer. 

With  the  beginning  of  1950  there  is  a  definite  trend  which 
libraries,  including  your  own  Thayer  Public  Library,  must  recog¬ 
nize.  The  purpose  of  library  service  is  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge  and  information.  Seventy-five  years  ago  books  and 
periodicals  were  the  sole  means  of  distributing  this  information. 
In  the  present  modern  world,  there  are  developing  many  other 
media  for  the  acquiring  of  knowledge:  radio,  television,  films, 
microfilming  of  permanent  records,  music,  records  and  recordings 
of  speeches. 

Microfilm  is  something  which  we  must  come  to  before  long  in 
order  to  save  our  local  newspapers.  This  past  year,  the  gathering 
of  historical  information  to  send  to  Braintree,  England,  has  shown 
the  scarcity  of  Braintree  local  history  material.  The  library  has 
the  only  copies  in  existence  of  some  of  the  early  Braintree  news¬ 
papers.  These  are  crumbling  away  in  the  cellar  for  lack  of  proper 
place  to  put  them.  The  only  way  to  preserve  this  material  for 
future  use  is  to  have  them  microfilmed  immediately. 

In  past  reports  we  have  mentioned  the  interest  in  musical 
records.  About  a  month  ago,  in  one  week,  three  borrowers  asked 
if  we  had  records  which  could  be  lent.  Taxpayers  are  beginning 
to  demand  them  as  a  rightful  part  of  library  service.  High  School 
and  College  students  are  expected  to  use  records  in  doing  special 
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projects.  Many  patrons  have  their  own  record  players,  and 
wish  to  supplement  their  own  collections  of  records  by  borrowing 
them  from  the  library,  just  as  they  supplement  their  own  book 
collections  by  borrowing  books. 

We  have  also  had  some  requests  to  lend  films.  Attendance 
at  a  teachers’  institute  shows  that  books  are  not  what  teachers  are 
talking  about.  If  these  new  media  are  to  become  an  accepted 
method  of  learning  and  teaching,  then  we  must  take  them  into 
consideration  as  part  of  the  equipment  of  a  modern  library.  Is 
the  library  the  logical  place  for  these  new  materials  to  be  collected? 
These  are  important  questions  for  us  to  consider. 

The  Braintree  England  Committee  has  already  given  to  the 
library  for  safe  keeping  the  Recordings  of  the  original  transcriptions 
of  the  program  broadcast  to  Braintree,  England,  in  June;  also  the 
photostatic  negatives  made  from  the  album  sent  to  Braintree, 
England. 

We  now  come  to  the  everpresent  remarks  from  patrons  about 
the  new  building.  A  gentleman  asked  when  we  were  going  to 
have  the  new  building;  he  would  like  to  see  a  large  enough  build¬ 
ing.  “The  present  building  is  a  disgrace  to  a  town  this  size.” 
Another  borrower  commented  that  you  would  be  able  to  work 
so  much  more  efficiently  if  you  had  more  private  and  adequate 
workspace.  A  little  boy  said  he  was  eagerly  waiting  for  the  new 
library  because  it  would  be  on  his  side  of  the  street.  This  topic 
is  more  in  the  minds  of  intelligent  citizens  and  the  9,000  registered 
borrowers  than  almost  any  other  current  topic  in  Braintree. 

To  return  to  the  remarks  of  the  two  gentlemen,  the  building 
is  woefully  small;  it  served  well  the  population  of  the  day.  Now, 
it  is  filled  to  more  than  capacity  with  material  which  the  second 
gentleman  found  worthwhile.  However,  this  material  can  be 
made  much  more  efficiently  available  to  all,  and  new  important 
material  can  be  added  when  we  have  a  library  building  adequate 
in  floor  space  and  in  modem  facilities  that  will  enable  our  library 
staff  to  render  the  kind  of  service  the  public  has  a  right  to  expect. 
Our  aim  is  to  serve  each  individual,  “at  the  highest  he  can  achieve.” 

To  this  end  a  new  library  building  is  imperative.
